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Ot all the honours to McGill men 
announced in the New Year lifts, 
none affected the University In the 
same manner as the award to Lieut. 
Mitchell Slcrlln, The Royal Can- 
adian ncsimcnl, of a Mention in 
Dispatches. For, on January i, 
1945, ulicn the award was an- 
nounced. Lieutenant Stcrlin had 
more than a year been in the grave 
in which he was given burial when 
he was killed in actlcn on Decem- 
ber 19. 1943, in Italy. He had 
served with a regiment with a 
notable record in Canadian Mili- 
tary history— a record which in- 
cluded the tamed March to the 
Yukon in 1B98, and a part in every 
caçnpaign in which Canadian Troops 
had fought since 1835— and by his 
service, as the Mention in Dis- 
patches proved, he added lustre to 
the Unit's proud reputation. 

Not far from the spot where 
Lieut. Steriin was burled near Or- 
tona. is "Stcrlin House," named 
after the 22-ycar-old officer under 
wlioic inspiring leadership the de- 
.fence of this stronghold was cour- 
ageously carried out by 11 other 
men of his platoon; and although 
urgçd by his superiors to retreat, 
held back a Nazi &ttaci:. killing 40 
Germans and forcing the other Hit- 
lerites to retreat. 'The rest of the 
company thought that they were 
seeing ghosts when they rejoined 
Mitch and his men: they never fig- 
ured anyone could survive after 
such hell fire." recalled Lieut. Bagg, 
one of his brother officers. 

This time luck favored the young 
lieutenant, but two days later an 
enemy sniper's bullet ended his 
life. The, bullet which struck Mitch 
killed him Instantly, but in the heat 
of the battle the body was left on 
the spot where It fell, his brother 
officers pausing only for a minute 
to pay their rcspecU to their col- 
league and friend. Then they 
prcs'cd forward in battle to take 
revenge for his death. "It is hard 
to believe that Mitch is no longer 
with us," wrote one officer to Mr. 
and Mrs. Steriin of Montreal. 

Having received his B.Sc. degree 
from McGill in 1042, graduating 
with great distinction, he was of- 
fered a position with a University 
in Western Canada, but gave up 
this opportunity to enlist his ser- 
vices with the Canadian Army. 
Here, too, he showed great promise 
and soon became an officer, receiv- 
ing his commission at Gordon 
Head, B.C., in August, 1042. Arriv- 
ing in England in March of next 
year ,he was sent to Africa three 
months later, apd took part in the 
invasion of Italy. While in Canada, 
Mitch was an active member ot the 
Maccabean Circle, 

Mitch had been through the 
Sicilian campaign, and once after 
Sicily had been conquered, he was 
given charge of a small town there, 
and was installed in the Mayor's 
quarters. 

Among letters received by his 
parents since his tragic death, in- 
cluding messages from Their Ma- 
jesties and from his fellow officers, 
arc a number of letters written by 
Mitch himself only a week before 
his heroic stand. In ont of these, 
written two days before he was 
killed he said: "You'll never have 
to worry about me because I'm 
blessed with wonderful luck and 
I'll always be O.K." But in war- 
time luck is not always on the side 
ot the righteous. 

In another of his letters he tells 
about the time he was marching 
along a dusty Italian road and 
heard a gramophone playing. Halt- 
ing the company, he made them 
wait .while he played a record ot 
his tamiiy's voices— a record which 
he had been carrying around with

Mac Professor 
Gives Lecture 
At Quebec Meet 

Conference on Rural 
Housing Problems 
Sponsored by Womeh 

Prof. L G. Heimpel of Macdonald 
College discuiised rural . housing 
Friday at the first session ot the 
two-day conference on "Women in 
Our Changing Economy", held in 
Channing Hall, sponsored by the 
Local Council of Women, thé 
Lea^rue for Women's Rights, the 
Quebec Women's Institutes, and the 
Jewish Junior Welfare League. 
Prof. Heimpel showed slides to il- 
lustrate ihe typical farm house to- 
day, and platxs ot future units which 
misht 'easily -come within the fin- 
ancial range of the farmer and 
which delete many of the faults due 
to inefficient planning current in 
farm houtes. 

•Mrs. Roswell Thomson of the 
Q.W.I, who ■ dlscutscd the subject 
from the point of view of the rural 
women Ind post-war Canada main- 
tained that as 80 per cent, of the 
nation's population derived its liv- 
ing directly or indirectly :from 
taming, that agriculture, as am ln< 
dustry, must nevir again be per- 
mitted to get "out of balance" with 
other industries. During the war 
years, the said production has been 
stepped up by the artificial stimu- 
lu.s of government subsidies. In the 
post-war, she argued, agriculture 
does not want an artificial stimulus 
it wants and should have parity of 
prices a.nd the benefits ot sound 
planning on a nation-wide basis. 

Noting that the Farm Forum has 
tended to make the rural populace 
conscious of the needs of the com- 
munlty, Mrs. Thomson pointed out 
that at a result cooperatives in 
Fomc places have been set up and 
again, in some Instances, the small 
one-room schools have been con- 
solidated into larger units. 

-As set down in the McWilliamt 
report upon which much of the dit- 
cuBsion was bated the main needs 
ot the farm home are extension ot 
electrification and adequate sup- 
plies of running water. Within 
these (iclds with the new: skills de- 
veloped through war-time industry 
and Irilning, the speaker saw pos- 
sible work opportunities for wo- 
men. Other remunerative enter- 
prises she suggcslcd for women who 
might settle on the land are small 
fruits farming, (lower raising, and 
handicrafts weaving, etc, 

Mrs. G. S. LeBaron, abo of the 
Q-AV.!., tackled the problem from 
tïie point ot view- of the rural 
health service, noting the existing 
units and the need for increased 
services and personnel. In the 
province, she laid there are 31 
units as against 63 casualties; this 
meant, she maintained, that IS per 
cent of the province -hu no health 
service at all. Personnel ot the 
Lxnit consists of a doctor, a nurte, 
or nurses; if the field is large, and 
a tinllary Inspector. The nurte 
who must be an TCH, and .with 
public health nursing . training, 
playt an important role In the com- 
munity conducting health examin- 
ation in the schools, giving instruc- 
tion on pre-natal- and infant care, 
etc. She outlined the advantages

"There is also the problem ot the

Conferences are necessary between 
the principals ot the several En- 
gineering colleges, at which all im- 
plications must be considered. In 
gênerai» however, every engineer 
feels that to keep the standard high 
such a move is necessary." 

Otter Better Groundlag ' 

There would be a better] ground- 
ing offered iti mathematics and in 
the basic sciences than is possible 
in four years, he said, in order to 
treat the applied work satisfactor- 
ily. The business and administra' 
five duties ot engineering gradu- 
ates must be stressed ; also, con- 
tinued Dean Young. A picked group 
of men with intelligence and pel' 
sonality should be taught adminis- 
tration with a view to business lite, 
ho stated.

Research Work 
Is Planned by 
USSR Academy 

Project Covers 

All Fields 

Of Soviet Science 

By K. C. L. 



The Academy of Science of 
the USSR, is now preparing a 
plan ot scientific work, which 
will cover all research fields, 
tor several years. It will be in- 
teresting to watch the outcome 
of this project, since planning 
seems to be the outstanding 
feature ot Soviet Science, in 
contrast to the privately owned 
and managed research of the 
democratic states. 

The state plan for the devel- 
opment of national economy 
and culture, Is usually drawn 
up tor a period ot five years, 
and includes a separate plan 
for the development of scienti- 
iie work. Due to the war, and 
new dcvclopmenis in Scientific 
research, .new subjects for re- 
search -have ' been- brought for- 
ward and new- methods estab- 
lished. , :! : 

The first step in planning the 
project was to survey the pres- 
ent condition of every brancli 
of science. Achievements, pres- 
ent problems and - -tendencies 
were, ncted. The material was 
cooirdinated. and summarized in 
a series of reports on the pres- 
ent state ot each field of sci- 
ence In the USSR and abroad. 

Then measures for future de- 
velopment were outlined. The 
most interesting ot these was 
an improvement of Soviet con- 
tacts with scientific bodies 
abroad, through joint researches, 
exchanges of information, and 
participation in international 
congresses. 

The subjects for research are 
divided into "problems." The 
first deals with the Atomic 
Nucleus. The second involves 
a study ot the Cosmic Rays. 
The third problems reads: "To 
explain the connection be- 
tween the structure of a body, 
and its physical and chemical 
properties; and to apply the 
knowledge thus gained." 

The Department of Physics 
and Mathematics of the 
Academy will turthcr .tackle 
eighteen major problems ' in 
Geophysics, titty-one in mathe- 
matics, and twenty in as- 
tronomy. 

The Academy's geologists will 
study five problems In regional 
geology, including that of the 
Pacific Fold ' where it adjoins 
Eastern Siberia and the ancient 
mountain peaks ot Asia. Expe- 
ditions will survey the Re- 
publics ot Mongolia and Tuva 
and the Chinese province of

later this term. G. H. Galbraith, 
chairman ot tHe conunittee on Em- 
ployment and Industrial Relations, 
and Edward deJean,. chairman ot 
the commlltjee on the Rehabilita- 
tion ot Veterans, beth from McGill, 
accompanied Dr. D. L. Thomson, 
Prof, of Biochemistry and Dean of 
the Faculty of Graduate Studies 
and Resegrch, who addressed the 
conference on 'tThe Scientific Meth. 
od in Political and Social Prob- 
lems.". ^ 
■Among the well known speakers 
present 'was Edward S. Mason, 
newly appointed Economic Consul- 
tant of the "U.S. Department of 
State, who discussed "The Anierl- 
can Commercial Policy." Ho 
stressed the point that in an en- 
deavor to blind up post-war world 
trade the United SUtes must con- 
tinue lend-lease aid, contribute to 
the reconstruction of war-torn 
countries and cooperate to the full 
in the- international monetary field. 

Granville Hicks spoke on "Cul- 
tural Nationalism and the Unified 
Worid."^ bringing out the points that 
the artist whose. Americanism Is hot 
incidental to his work Is not a sin- 
cere or::, forceful . factor in the 
national lite, and yet the artist who 
utterly disdains :nBtionallsm tails 
to^ create a national ciiltiire. 

"The American Policy In Eastern 
Europe" was explained by Samuel 
H. Crosf, Professor ot Slavic Lan- 
guages and Literature at Harvard 
University, and editor of several 
publications including "The Slavonic 
and East European Review". Pro- 
fessor Cross pointed out that Russia 
and Britain have both sustained 
great losses in men and materials 
and must have a secure peace. The 
U.S. and Russia v/ill probably be 
the only two djinamic countries in 
the world upon completion ot hos- 
tilities and must therefore work to- 
gether in an atmosphere of sincere 
co-operation and understanding 
which can only be attained by the 
eradication of American skepticism 
and the supplementation ot friendly 
conferences. 

Turnings from International rela- 
tIons,j.the^conterenee chairman in- 
troduced*' Congressman' A Clayton 
Powelli minister of the Aby«i« 
nian Baptist Church, New York 
City, and editor ot "The Peoples 
Voice" who spoke on "The Need for 
a Rebel Religion."

Several complaints have been raised by 
students on tiie campus with regard to the 
Cafeteria and Grill-room accomodations. Among 
these, the complaint against bridge-playing in 
the Grill-room between 12 noon and 2 p.m. is 
one of the strongest. The inconsiderate attitude 
shown by these people, at least 12 of them, oc- 
cupying three tables every day, during the 
crowded luncheon hour, is a matter which should 
be remedied as quiclcly as possible. In order to 
facilitate the increasing number of students who 
use the Grill-room at this time, every table in 
the room should bo vacated for eating purposes. 
That students should utilize these tables for any 
other purpose at this time is an example of 
selfishness which should be curbed. 

If the students who insist on playing cards-on 
the tables at this time arc not themselves cons 
clous of the fact that they are preventing other 
students from eating in the short time they .have 
for lunch, they should be ruled from the place 
by the order of the Union executive. As a 
possible alternative for the Grill-room, students 
of both sexes might be permitted to play bridge 
in the Reading-room during these hours. If this 
cannot be arranged, then these students should 
be forbidden admittance to the Grill-room at 
this time, if they insist on using it as a place in 
which they may play bridge. 

Bridge is a fascinating liobby for many peo- 
pie, and our sympathy goes to those enthusiasts 
who can find few suitable places in which to 
indulge this pastime. Nevertheless, as a remind- 
er to them we do not think it amiss to point 
out that the Grill-room during lunch-hour rep- 
resents one of the sole inconvenient spots, for 
many more students- than ever play bridge, in 
which they cnn eat. For this majority the main 
purpose of the Grill-room is not to afford tables 
and space for bridgc-playcr,8. The wish and con- 
venience of the niajority should in this case be 
definitely respected.

Once again, McGill is planning to publish

There has, of course, been critcism aimed 
against the magazine by those diehards who 
claim there is no place for art in time of war. 
This complaint was considered and dismissed by 
the editors of the first wartime issue, who 
courageously decided that in time of strife there 
exists more than ever the need for creative 
literature. Now, whén the end is in sight, thé 
need is stronger than ever for artists who can 
express themselves and speak for othèrs, in 
humanity's attempt to build a brave néw world. 
The contributors to The Forge do not flatter 
themselves that. they are solving any age-old 
problems, but as young people with ideas, they 
may well be the hope of the years after this war. 

Generally speaking, there is a tendency for 
the students to buy the Forge and read it wjth 
interest, but comparitively few have the courage 
or the energy to contribute. The editors are 
therefore appealing to all men and women on the 
campus with talent, to send their work in before 
February 1. Special efforts have been made to 
drum up trade among the first and second year 
students, and the newly-arrivéd vétérans have 
been invited to contribute. 

The literary standard has been kept con- 
sistently high tiiroughout the Forge's career, and 
the result has been an annual student effort o: 
which the university may well be proud. This 
year's, group of editors need the cooperation of 
the students once again to make the fifth war- 
time issue a success.

N.F.C.U.S. 
DELEGATE'S REPLY 

Thé Editor, McGill Daily, 

Dear Sir.— In reply to the letter which appeared 
in this column on Thursday last, dealing with the 
alleged failure on the part of the McGiil represent- 
ative to the N.F.C.U.S. Conférence to present an 
adequate rèport to the campu;, I 8hoi}ld like to say 
that' I sympathize with Mrs. Shiffman's viewpoint, 
and I, too, regret that a more complete sununary of 
ihe report which the writer made to the Students* 
Council did not appear in the Daily. However, the 
responsibility for reporting the business ot the 
Council lies in other hands, ai}d I stiggest that Mrs. 
Shiftman lodge her complaint with the Editor of 
the Daily. 

As McGill representative to N.F.C.U.S., thé writer 
presented an oral report to the last meeting of the 
Students' Council, a report which lasted some twenty 
miniftes to a half-hour. It was necessarily oral in- 
asmuch as an official, written report of the Con- 
ference will not be ayallabla for some weelù, due to 
the understandably 'restricted facilities of the Ex- 
ecutive of N.F.C.U.S. at this stage. 

As to what constitutes a 'full' report, I do not 
believe it has ever been the practice for the mi- 
nutiae «f the affairs of the Students' Council to be 
presented to thé students body; the absurdity of auch 
a practice is obvious to any well-meaning person. It 
Is not the practice of executives of any body, wheth- 
er it be a student organizaUon, a business organiza- 
tion, or a political party. The general and basic de- 
cisions are made known to the organization at large, 
and there certainly is not the slightest intention on 
the part of thé Students' Council to do anything but 
follow this practice. 

Mrs. Shiffman says, somewhat ofOiiindedly, that 
it is about time for another meeting of the Students 
Society to be called. I should like to caution Mrs. 
Shiffman and those whom she evidently represents, 
that meetings of the Students' Society are called, not 
satisfy the whims of a small and arrogant group, but 
to deal with problems of an extreineiyr urgent , and 
fundamental nature, affecting the entire student' body. 

In substance, Mrs. Shiffman's letter reiterates a 
stand taken by this group in question throughout 
this year: a lack of confidence in thé Sti^^ents' 
Cot|i\c|l as pt-esently consUtHted. Since Mrs. Shiff- 
man's group is not represented on ttié Cot^icil, it has 
set itteU tip as a sort of parallel organization, whose 
well-publicized solicitude for the welfare of the 
campus at large appears to be its trade mark. I sug- 
gest to Mrs. Shiffman, and those whom she rep- 
resents, that if the meeting ot the Students' Society 
to which shé refers is called, one of the mattérs it 
might possibly déal -with, is this duality of repre- 
sentation of the campus body: the Students' Coiinci) 
on the one hand, èlected by the student body, and 
Mrs. Shiffman's organization on the other.

Shakespeare Society 
Will Produce Comedy 
In May at Moyse Hall 

The Shakespeare Society of 
Montreal, an affiliate of the Mont- 
real Repertory Theatre, will stage 
its first public production on the 
17th, 18th and 10th Mat (Thursday- 
Saturday). 

This production will be under the 
Joint sponsorship of the Montreal 
Festivals and the Montreal Reper- 
tory Theatre, and through the cour- 
tesy snd* co-operation of the auth- 
orities of McGill University will 
take place in Moyse Hall. 

Shakespeare's masterpiece of 
high comedy, "Much Ado About 
Nothing" has bten chosen for this 
presentation, and is now the subject 
of study and rehearsal by members 
of the Society. 

Charles Rittenhouse will be the 
producer of "Much Ado About 
Nothing." Roeberla- Beatly will 
direct. Herbert Whittaker will de- 
sign the set and costumes. Inciden- 
tal music, to be played on instru- 
ments of the period, will bo under 
the direction of Kenneth Meek. 

This project, and the Shakespeare 
Society itself, are developments of 
the Shakespeare reading group, 
which was started a year ago, and 
has since shown a substantial de- 
gree of enthusiasm and vigour. The 
object of the Society is the study 
and worthy production of Shake- 
spearian and other English classical 
plays, with the ultimate aim. given 
the support of the theatre-loving 
pul)lic, of an organization with a 
repertory available for production, 
either in Montreal or. under ap- 
propriate auspices, alsewlicre. 

It is iaelicved that there Is in 
Montreal a play-going public, who 
will support capably cast and ade- 
quately'', prepared Shakespearian 
productions at regular intervals, 
and that it Is desirable the younger 
generation should have increased 
opportunities of acquaintance with 
Shakespeare's plays, and their char- 
acters on the stage. 

Both MRT and the Shakespeare 
Society appreclntc McGlll's action 
in consenting to the use of most 
suitable and appropriate surround- 
ings for the Society's first produc- 
tion; they welcome also, the oppor- 
tunity given them of association 
with Montreal Festivals which has 
achieved so distinguished a position 
in the musical world. With these

Our present economic system 
monopolizes our educational system 
largely in the endeavour to produce 
automatons who will possess suf- 
ficient vocational training for pro- 
fitable exploitation but will be too 
poverty-stricken intellectually to 
know what the whole business of 
life is all about. Our educational 
system has been so remarkably 
adapted to this fundamental con- 
cept that it most efficiently pro- 
duces men equipped to learn more 
and more about less and less but 
quite unequipped with the general- 
ized intelligence capable of coping 
successfully with the complex pro- 
blems of our modern mechanization. 
The typical American scientist bows 
respectfully before the only real 
God he knows, whose altar is a 
bank and whose symbol is a dol- 
lar sign. 

That such highly specialized 
creatures as modern scientists and 
scientifically - trained technicians 
can easily be exploited becomes evi- 
dent because they have not a suf- 
ficiently well-rounded intelligence 
to realize when they are exploited, 
or to apprehend the relationship 
between their own specialty and the 
general scheme of things. The pro- 
fessional scientist is a relatively new 
animal. Before 190O the opportuni- 
ties for making a living at research 
were narrowly restricted and the 
scientist was rather an amateur 
who pursued research as a hobby 
or else eked out a bare existence 
at it. Today, new university and 
industrial opportunism have glori- 
fied specialization, as it is seen to 
be economically profitable, and a 
conception ot science as a dignified 
dnd lucrative profession rather 
th&n innate preference and ability 
often determine the scientist. 

Science was formerly an obses- 
sion; today it is a profession. The 
naturalist has given way to the 
botanist, the zoologist, and the 
geologist, who, in turn, have spawn- 
ed the cutologlst, the taxonomist, 
the ecologist, the glaclologlst, and, 
in an excess of literary madness, 
such terms as the golgiologist. . . . 
Modern scientific education pro- 
duces specialists, not scholarif; and 
the specialty in pure science often 
becomes a collection of dull facts 
that the worker can not or will not 
interpret. 

The entire education of American 
scientists accentuates their social 
deficiency. \Vhile we laud, the 
sociaUiiîmBesiând 'toiM 



can be made both a cultural and a 
popular success. 



Reviews of Current Movies 



AT THE PALACE 
Once in a long, long while, there 
emerges front Hollywood a motion 
picture that is fresh and efferves- 
cent with imagination, being liber- 
ally ycasted with new ideas and a 
smoothly inventive sense of humor. 
Such a picture is "Casanova Brown" 
the Radio City music Hall alumus 
which arrived on Friday at the 
Palace Theatre. * 

. The plot, in which the ridiculous 
is usually just around the . corner 
but seldom actually present, deals 
with a college professor , who mar- 
ries a girl on brief, acquaintance, 
falls out with her, parents at first 
meeting (largely because he man- 
ages to burn down ttieir house) 
and is forced to abandon her, and 
hears on the eve of his second mar- 
riage .that annulment of the first 
decree has not prevented, him from 
becoming a father. The complica- 
tions which ensue, notably his kid- 
napping of the baby and the re- 
sulting sequence of adventures, 
make as engaging a tale as this 
reviewer expects to see for some 
time to come. 

"Casanova Brown" is, in short, a 
genuinely witty picture. Nunnally 
Johnston's story is novel and in- 
genious, and Gary Cooper is his 
usual enjoyable self in the central 
role. The standard of acting is in 
fact very high, the summa cum 
laude going to a truly great lady 
of both stage and screen, Patricia 
Colllnge. Teresa Wright is a small 
notch below her memorable perfor- 
tnsncès in such things as "The 
Little Foxes" and "Shadow of a 
Doubt," but a fine actress none the 
less. Frank Morgan, on the other 
hand, rèaches a peak which this 
reviewer has not seen since an 
oldie called "Port ot Seven Seas" 
some six years back. The support- 
ing C4st is thoroughly capable, and 
Arthur Lange's musical score is 
charmingly interwoven with the 
story and with Sam Wood's excel- 
lent direction. 

.In general, the first half of the 
picture is superior to the second, 
perhaps because ' the dividing-lino 
comes with the kidnapping of the 
baby and marks the beginning ot 
the undisguised exploitation of. 



"baby-appeal". But there are really 
no complaints to offer— "Casanova 
Brown" is much too cleverly orig- 
inal for that; witness the comment 
of one delivery-man to another as 
Gary Cooper escapes by a rear en- 
trance of the hospital in mask and 
gown and rubber gloves with the 
baby in his arms; he smiles, wags 
his head, and says, "Home-workl" 
There is also a pictorial account 
of the preparations for D-Day 
which is a really memorable mo- 
tion-picture experience.

AT. TIIE CAPriOL 
When your reviewer went into 
the Capitol Theatre on Saturday 
night to sec "Abroad with Two 
Yanks,", starring Dennis O'Kccfe 
and William Bcndix, it was not 
without considerable misgivings. Al- 
though not unmindful of the sterling 
qualities of William Bendix as an 
actor, I have never numbered my- 
self among his fans, and I held little 
hope in prospect for the second 
feature "Dancing in Manhattan." I 
have seldom been more pleasantly 
surprised than by the show that I 
saw. 

The main feature was an excel- 
lent comedy, bordering throughout 
on the farce, but always maintain- 
ing a crisp, lively pace. The prin- 
cipal ch&racters were two American 
soldiers, fresh from a Jungle battle- 
field, stationed in Australia. One of 
them, Viv KuzetskI (William Ben- 
dix), has a letter ot Introduction to 
a girl, given him by an Australian 
airman whose life he had saved. 
However, his buddy, . Dennis 
O'Keefe, hearing Kuzetski's name 
being called durjng debarkation at 
an Aiutrallan port, succeeds in 
meeting thé girl and in passing 
himself off as Kuzetski. The ensu- 
ing situations between them when 
the real Kuzetski presents himself 
at the girl's home are carried 
through the rest of the picture, 
which draws to a riotous finale 
when the two soldiers, after a ses- 
sion in the guardhouse, volunteer 
to serve as chorus girls in a troop 
show. During the performance they 
effect their escape, and arrive at 
the girl's house, in the midst of a 
Panamei on Saais FfiHt 



who pass through our colleges 
should have a thorough grounding 
in them, we make education so 
specialized that it becomes Increas- 
ingly difficult for students to in- 
clude in their crowded curricula 
any of the social sciences which 
prepare for intelligent citizenship. 
For a scientific student to become 
at all well grounded in the social 
sciences is quite impossible; even 
in the years of prespccitllzation the 
required courses which prepare for 
the specialization which Is to fol- 
low are so numerous, and the élec- 
tives so few, that the preliminary 
so-called "general" education gives 
few opportunities to the student to 
prepare himself for c life of social 
utility. 

Any pursuit of culture deters this 
process of workerrbeè specialization 
and is frowned u^iiby^niodérn sys- 
tems of advancedneducation; this 
suits capitalism to a T. Curiously 
enough, the almost psychopathic 
urge to be specialized pursues the 
scientist into after-life; he imposes 
a ritualistic specialization on him- 
self, and deprecates a broad, gen- 
eral knowledge; he is made to feel 
that any consideration of cultural 
or social problems is to be frowned 
upon, and discouraged. 

Again, Kience is taught to stu- 
dénis of other departments whose 
main interests do not lie In scien- 
tific fields mainly as a vocational 
and not a cultural subject; this 
t*nds to a fabe sense of intellec< 
tual superiority among students 
who do not intend to specialize in 
science. The smatterings of the sub- 
ject they acquire are usually of. 
fered in the form of stereotyped 
courses which involve cookbook 
methods to arrive at the preor- 
dained conclusions. A generalized 
course ot lectures on science and 
scientific methods, so designed as 
to lay before their minds the fun- 
damental relationships between 
science and the sociopolitical and 
economic life of mankind would be 
of far greater value. Perhaps such 
courses are rare for the same rea- 
son that an outrageously narrow 
attitude is demanded of the scien- 
tist—a specialization accepted with 
alarming docility. 

The reason Is fairly .^^Ig^^^e 
scientist strives' to follow commun- 
istic ethics in a capitalistic society. 
The scientist discovers new knowl- 
edge, which is readily made avail- 
able to the world; he accepts his 
pittance, unless corrupted by pro- 
fit-economy ... it he stops to con- 
sidér titc injustice which inheres in 
the prostitution of his knowledge to 
sordid profitable ends, in which he 
has very little share, as a rule, he 
rapidly retires behind a smoke- 
screen of specialization and pub- 
lishes more papers, which, in any 
case, cannot prove ethically dis- 
turbing. The antisocial nature of 
our present-day society becomes 
more and more apparent; a contin- 
ual release of néw reserves of 
power cannot continually take 
place Into the social vacuum of our 
modern society.
